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Tattoo torturers’ hours 
of beating and burning

TWO men have been found 
guilty of a catalogue of cruel¬ 
ties, including tattooing an 
offensive word across their 
victim’s forehead. 

During an horrific five-hour 
ordeal, Nigel Herron, 36, and 
Abdirahman Rooble, 19, brutal¬ 
ly tortured Michael Kyprianou. 

On December 2 last year, the 
22-year-old was taken to the flat 
where he had been living with 
Herron, and was repeatedly 
beaten and burned. 

When he arrived at the 
address, on Herbert Street, 
Spring Boroughs, Northamp¬ 
ton, he was stripped to his box¬ 
ers and shaved. 

A hot iron was held to his 
chest and back, and the two 
men put out lit cigarettes on his 
skin. 

Charlotte Yarrow, prosecuting 
at Northampton Crown Court, 
said: “A gun was put to his head. 
A knife was put to his throat, 
and his fingers were threatened 
with a meat cleaver.” 

And while Rooble pinned Mr 
Kyprianou down, Herron used a 
tattoo gun to brand the 
victim’s forehead with a four- 
letter swear word. 

Throughout the four-day trial, 
Herron and Rooble maintained 


their innocence. Herron admit¬ 
ted being in the flat at the time 
the violence took place, but said 
he was not involved. 

He claimed the vicious attack 
was carried out by two drug 
dealers and said he was 
too afraid of them to call the 
police. 

Rooble, from Birmingham, 
claimed not to have arrived at 
the one-bedroom flat until the 
following morning. 

But forensic evidence revealed 
that blood found on both 
defendants’ shoes was Mr 
Kyprianou’s. 

Police arrested Herron and 
Rooble at the flat later that day 
and the victim picked both men 
out in an ID parade. 

Members of the jury found 
both men guilty of inflicting 
grievous bodily harm with 
intent. 

The pair had also been 
charged with kidnap - Mr 
Kyprianou said he had been 
abducted on Barrack Road, 
Northampton when a pillow¬ 
case was placed over his head. 

But Judge Lynn Tayton 
discharged the jury from reach¬ 
ing a verdict after they failed to 
reach a majority decision 
during several hours of deliber¬ 
ation. 

The case has been adjourned 
for sentencing next month.

16,000 OUT OF WORK 

MORE than 16,000 people 
across the county are 
unemployed, according 
to figures released 
yesterday. 

Official statistics 
showed that 3.6 per cent 
of the population in 
Northamptonshire 
claimed Jobseeker’s 
Allowance last month. 

Women appeared to be 
faring better in the job 
market, with 5,330 
jobless compared to 
10,834 men out of work. 

Those aged 16-24 were 
worst hit, with more than 
eight per cent claiming 
unemployment benefits - 
higher than the national 
average. 

MP TACKLES SCHOOLS 

A NORTHAMPTON MP has 
written to the county 
council about the 
“unfairness” of the 
primary school allocation 
system. 

Michael Ellis, MP for 
Northampton North, said 
he received a number of 
complaints from parents 
who did not get any of 
their three choices. 

He said that, in some 
cases, families were 
“literally steps away” 
from their chosen school, 
but were being forced to 
send their child to the 
other side of town. 

TEEN FLEES ATTACKER 

A TERRIFIED teenage girl 
fled after being sexually 
assaulted. 

The 15-year-old was 
walking along Welling¬ 
borough Road in Weston 
Favell, Northampton, 
between 9.15pm and 
10pm on May 9 when the 
attacker struck. 

He grabbed her and 
made sexual advances. 

The attacker then 
pushed the victim, 
causing her to fall to the 
ground before she fled 
the scene. The man is 
black, 5ft 7, in his 30s 
and stocky. 

GET YOUR CARDS IN 

THE football season has 
ended and Northampton 
Town FC is yet to receive 
any completed Beacon 
Bingo season ticket goal 
cards. As there was no 
outright winner people 
can now send their cards 
to the bingo or football 
club and a winner will be 
drawn at random to 
either have a season 
ticket purchased on their 
behalf or have their 
money refunded.

Boy’s punch fends 
off van ‘kidnapper’

AN 11-year-old boy escaped 
abduction thanks to his train¬ 
ing from a local boxing club. 

The youngster, who the Herald 
& Post has agreed not to name, 
knocked the would-be kidnap¬ 
per to the ground with a single 
punch before running away. 

The Elizabeth Woodville 
School pupil was walking along 
High Street, Roade, last Friday 
between 8pm and 8.30pm 
when he saw a white transit 
van parked by the side of the 
road. 

A man in the vehicle stuck out 
his arm and blocked the boy’s 
path, telling him to get into the 
van. But the brave young victim 
punched him in the face. 

And now he’s back in training 
at Far Cotton Amateur Boxing 
Club. Coach John Daly said: 
“When I heard what had 
happened, I thought ‘how can 
an 11-year-old kid defend him¬ 
self against a grown man?’ 

“I only realised it was him 
when he turned up at the club 
with his mum.” 

Mr Daly said he made sure all 
his boxers were disciplined and 
there was no “trouble” outside 
the ring, but said self-defence 



was a different matter. “It's a 
good job he comes to the club.” 

The mother of the boy 
thanked Mr Daly, saying it was 
down to him that the youngster 
was able to stand his ground. 
But the coach said the young 
boxer was also a “strong person 
in his mind”. 

Detective Inspector Nick 
Purdie, of Northamptonshire 
Police, said: “This is a worrying 
incident but I would stress that 
it is the only one we have had. 

“I am appealing for any wit¬ 
nesses to this incident or infor¬ 
mation in relation to any suspi¬ 
cious white van in the Roade 


area on Friday” The 11-year- 
old’s school stepped up securi¬ 
ty this week, with teachers 
patrolling the gates. 

Rob Lyon, assistant head¬ 
teacher, said: “We’ve worked 
closely with local police, our 
parents, the staff and students. 

“On Monday we kept staff and 
students informed with the 
events of Friday, making sure 
they had a full understanding 
of what had taken place and 
the potential implications. 

“I also met with students who 
leave the site at lunchtime 
because they are particularly 
vulnerable.” 

The man believed to have 
attempted the abduction is 
described as white, aged 
around 50, and of average 
height and medium build. 

Police say another man was in 
the vicinity of the van at the time 
but it is not known whether he 
was involved in the incident. The 
van drove off in the direction of 
Northampton Road and 
Hartwell Road. Anyone with 
information should call 101. 

■ Abduction fears were 
sparked again yesterday, in 
Grange Park, and on Monday, 
in Hartwell, with sightings of a 
white van. But police said both 
incidents were false alarms.

THE £30 million redevelopment 
of Northampton’s train station 
will help sell the town around 
the world, according to one MR 

Northampton South representa¬ 
tive Brian Binley made this bold 
statement following the news that 
the Government is investing 
£10m in the updated facility. 

Mr Binley said: “We have to sell 
the Enterprise Zone globally and 
that means selling Northampton 
as well. 

“If the first impression of any 
business leader coming to our 
town is of our present station, 
then that won’t help us much. 

“A new station will help us 
attract businesses from around 
the world, which in itself will 
change the fabric and stature of 


our town for 100 years and 
provide more opportunities for 
our young people and those who 
follow. 

“We have won this investment 
at one of the most difficult finan¬ 
cial times our country has experi¬ 
enced and that shows that 
Northampton is set for great 
things.” 

Transport Secretary Justine 
Greening visited the station on 
Monday to see for herself how the 
money will be used. 

She said: “Northampton 

deserves a station that will be a 
brand new ‘Gateway’ to the town 
and stimulate the redevelopment 
of the station area. 

“But more importantly it will 
give a boost to the Waterside 
Enterprise Zone and its ambitious 
plans to unlock the town’s poten¬ 
tial and encourage more busi¬ 


nesses into the area.” The remain¬ 
ing £20m will come from other 
partners including Network Rail 
and Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

West Northamptonshire 

Development Corporation chair¬ 
man John Markham said: “This 
investment reflects the 
Government’s confidence in the 
area as a leading economic 
growth location. 

“This announcement is fantas¬ 
tic news for Northamptonshire, as 
well as the wider region.” 

Outline proposals for the new 
station building were approved in 
October last year and construc¬ 
tion is anticipated to start by the 
end of this year. 

Later phases of the develop¬ 
ment could include a 1,270 space 
multi-storey car park and an 
office development. 


Dancer held in custody on Olympic scam charge 


A MAN accused of tricking chil¬ 
dren into believing they would 
perform at the Olympics has been 
remanded in custody. 

Stephen Moonesamy, 35, of 
Lowlands Close, Northampton, 
appeared before the town’s mag¬ 
istrates on Friday charged with 
four counts of fraud by false 
representation. 

He allegedly claimed he was 
authorised by the London 2012 
organising committee to rehearse 


youngsters to dance at the closing 
ceremony of the Games, charging 
Sinead Loughnane Academy of 
Dance £1,250. 

He is also accused of defrauding 
Danse Dezigns, Braunstons 
Printers and Creative Ltd - 
potential sponsors of the dance 
school. 

Mr Moonesamy’s remand hear¬ 
ing had to be moved to a bigger 
courtroom to accommodate the 
dozen or so parents who came to 


see the man charged with scam- 
ming their children. It was the 
former ballet dancer’s second 
court appearance after entering 
no pleas at Wellingborough 
Magistrates’ Court on May 5. 

Wearing a green jacket, Mr 
Moonesamy remained silent 
throughout and was remanded in 
custody. 

The defendant is due to appear 
at Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court again on June 1.

‘Crush’ club starting 
new life as 24hr gym

WORK has begun at a former 
nightclub where two students 
were crushed to death, to con¬ 
vert the building into a gym. 

Lava & Ignite became the focus 
of police investigations last 
October, when 22-year-old stu¬ 
dent Nabila Nanfuka from 
London died after a ‘stampede’ at 
the town centre nightspot. 

An inquest found that she had 
died of traumatic crush asphyxia. 

Laurene-Danielle Jackson, a 
19-year-old student from 
Wembley, died on November 6 
from the injuries she sustained at 
the club in St Peter’s Way. 

The club’s licence was suspended 
and operating company Luminar 
went into administration. 

But it was bought in December 
for £45 million by leisure industry 
specialists and now the building 


is being given a fresh start as Pure 
Gym. And those who want to 
work out in the middle of the 
night will no longer be left in the 
dark, as the new fitness centre will 
be open 24 hours a day. 

Members will be given a pin 
number to use the fitness equip¬ 
ment out of hours. 

Pure Gym has seen a rapid rise 
in the demand for 24-hour 
fitness, with one in five of its 
customers exercising during the 
overnight period. 

The plans were approved by 
Northampton Borough Council 
earlier this year, and it is thought 
the centre will create up to 30 
new jobs. 

The Yorkshire-based firm 
already runs 22 gyms. 

At the beginning of last year it 
had just 12 outlets, but after 
recent openings and further plans 
to expand, it expects to be run¬ 
ning 45 by next year.

IT’S not been an easy ride being 
chief constable of Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police these last few 
years. 

And Adrian Lee is under no 
illusions - the going will get even 
rockier. 

Mr Lee admitted he feels per¬ 
sonally responsible for the safe¬ 
ty of everyone in the county. It’s 
a big take when all around you is 
being chipped away at. 

Austerity measures throughout 
the force, in common with oth¬ 
ers across the country, have 
been painful. 

By the end of next year the cuts 
are expected to be even deeper 
with his belief police officers will 
lose their jobs and PCSOs will be 
axed. 

Mr Lee is relaxed and focussed 
during an exclusive interview, 
given in his Wootton Hall police 
HQ office, speaking openly 
about his future hopes and fears 
for the job and policing 
throughout the county. 

During the last 12 months 
Northamptonshire Police has 
faced a barrage of criticisms, 
with the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
slamming it twice. 

One was for not correctly deal¬ 
ing with a 999 call which came 
from the Ding murder house 
where officers wasted “crucial 


minutes” and went to the wrong 
address. 

The other was after the death 
of Louise Webster, who was 
killed on January 18, 2010, at her 
home in Abbots Way, Roade. 

Two policemen refused to 
attend the scene and it was later 
revealed one of the officers had 
previously been in the area look¬ 
ing at houses for sale. 

The IPCC found the officers 
put others in danger by refusing 
to attend reports of a stabbing. 

Judge Richard Bray also criti¬ 
cised Northamptonshire Police 
in December for issuing cau¬ 
tions for crimes as serious as 
rape in the county. 

Speaking about when things 
go wrong, the Chief said: “My 
first instinct would be if things 
did go wrong is not to blame an 
individual for failure - it’s organ¬ 
isational. 

“And the second thing is find 
out if there is anything which 
can be done to prevent it and 
can we learn from it in the 
future. 

“We have learnt to be honest 
when things go wrong.” 

In his capacity as Chief 
Constable he admitted he does 
feel a personal responsibly for 
everyone’s safety in the county, 
something he sees as helping to 
make a difference to people’s 
lives. 

He said: “I feel personally 
responsible for the safety of all 



the people in the county. When I 
used to be in charge of major 
football matches in Manchester 
there was a serious risk of distur¬ 
bance. 

“I did feel personally responsi¬ 
ble for everyone who was at the 
game, whether they were sup¬ 
porters or officers, for them to 
get home safely and I still feel 
this.” 

But he knows full well that 
being in charge means making 
tough decisions and the buck 
stops with him. 

He said: “I am willing to be

held to account for things I say 
as they are consistent with my 
values. The budget challenge is 
very significant as we want to try 
to do everything we can to pro¬ 
tect frontline services. 

“We place a high value on 
frontline services and we do 
have to make tough decisions. 
We have never had to make offi¬ 
cers retire after 30 years services. 

“Although this is a difficult 
decision I would rather do this if 
it meant securing frontline serv¬ 
ices. As a leader in the police 
service 95 per cent of my job is 


to do the very best I can with the 
resources I have got and the 
other five per cent of my job is to 
argue for more resources. 

“I have said with the currents 
cuts we can get through the four 
years. And during this period we 
have not impacted on frontline 
services. 

“But by the end of the four 
years we will start to see a reduc¬ 
tion of police officers and 
PCSOs. This will impact on serv¬ 
ice delivery and this is where the 
commissioner will have to 
decide on police funding and 


precept.” Northamptonshire will 
have its own Police and Crime 
Commissioner by the end of the 
year. The Chief is aware this new 
role will be very important and 
he is keen to establish a good 
working relationship. 

He said: “I think the police 
force is political as people care 
about it and I see that as being 
very healthy. 

“A commissioner will come in 
November and I want my rela¬ 
tionship with them to be signifi¬ 
cant and a success. 

“I will be working hard so we 
can deliver the right resources to 
assist the new commissioner.” 

He admitted being Chief 
comes with its own pressure 
cooker environment but he 
said: “I have good people 
around me who are profession¬ 
al. I like to be surrounded by 
people who challenge me and 
think differently and this gives 
me the best solutions. 

“I think it is important to listen 
to staff at all levels. When I go 
around the force I am pleased to 
say they trust me and tell me the 
truth. I can then see what is 
working, what we need to do 
better and where the blockage 
is. 

“Many of the staff share my 
sense of vocation about what we 
are doing. I have a hugely sup¬ 
portive family and friends which 
allows me to get away from work 
and relax.”

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Vandals force 
safety re-think

A SHOCKED nursery is 
having to boost security 
measures after they were 
raided by vandals twice in 
less than a fortnight. 

Kings Pre-School, on 
Boughton Green Road, 
Kingsthorpe, Northamp¬ 
ton was first targeted 
overnight on May 1, when 
the offenders broke in 
through a window 

The premises, which is 
on the site of All Saints 
Primary School, was left 
damaged for a second 
time last Thursday night 
when a garden fork was 
used to force open a door. 

Jane Codman, manager 
of the nursery, said the 
attacks did not make 
sense because there was 
nothing of any value 
inside. 

She said: “There’s noth¬ 
ing here for them to take - 
they’re looking for money. 
They only go into the 
office, not the nursery 
rooms, but we don’t leave 
money on the premises 
overnight. 

“The first time they went 


through a window, but the 
second time they got 
through the front door. 
They broke into our shed 
and took a gardening fork 
to break down the door.” 

The pre-school has now 
taken the decision to add 
metal reinforcements to 
the windows, which they 
were initially reluctant to 
do, for fear of making it 
“look like a fortress”. 

She said: “To try to make 
it safe we are looking to 
get CCTV and metal shut¬ 
ters on the windows.” 


With more than 65 chil¬ 
dren to look after, on a 
charity budget, nursery 
staff are concerned they 
may be unable to afford 
the repairs. 

In a bid to boost dona¬ 
tions, they are holding a 
fundraising event at the 
Cock Hotel, in 
Kingsthorpe, on Saturday 
night, and one of the chil¬ 
dren’s fathers, who works 
for Morrisons, has con¬ 
vinced the supermarket 
chain to donate some 
prizes.

A FATHER of two has been jailed 
after months of “brazen” shoplifting at 
seven different supermarkets. 

Ionel Tudoran, 33, of Newcombe 
Avenue, Northampton, stole thousands 
of pounds in chocolate bars and also 
took baby milk, toothbrushes and 
whisky. 

The serial sweet stealer claimed he sold 
the stolen goods to make money to 
support his family 

But it was revealed in court that he was 
also funding a drug habit and had been 
using heroin on and off for seven years. 

He was convicted at Northampton 
Magistrates on April 13 on ten counts of 
theft and one offence of failing to take a 
drug test. 

Tudoraris stealing spree began on 
January 13 at Tesco Express, Link Road, 
Northampton, where he and another 
man took several cases of Galaxy choco¬ 
late, each containing 24 bars. 

In the coming months, he went on to 
commit thefts at Tesco Express stores in 
Duston and Kingsley Park Terrace, at 
Co-op branches on Bushland Road, St 
Leonards Road and Rothersthorpe Road 
and at Aldi on Wellingborough Road. 

He was arrested on March 13 after 
being identified on CCTV and was 
released on bail. 

But less than a month later, on April 7, 
he was caught shoplifting again at a 
Sainsbury store on Weedon Road, 
shoving a £39 bottle of Jack Daniels 
whisky under his jacket. 

After being bailed again, the thief stole 
items from the toothbrush display at a 
99p store on Gold Street on April 12 
bringing the total value of all the stolen 
goods to £2,358.44. 

Stephen Crouch, mitigating, said: “The 
reason he hatched this hair-brained scheme 
was because he didn’t have any money.” 

But Judge Michael Fowler said Tudoran 
had to find ways of supporting his family 
without resorting to crime. 

He said: “It is difficult to imagine a 
more determined episode of shoplifting. 
This is not stealing from a shop in the 
way that is usually encountered - taking 
one or two items. 

“It involved you targeting large quanti¬ 
ties of particular commodities, plainly 
taken by you to sell to support yourself 
and your family. 

“I am told you are also funding your 
drug habit and from what I understand 
that is not a new feature of your life.” 

Sentencing Tudoran to eight months in 
prison, the judge added: “You have to 
understand that if you continue to com¬ 
mit offences like this you open yourself 
up to extremely long periods in custody 
because these offences have the feature 
of planning and being carried out by you 
and others as a gang. 

“In effect it is at a personal level but 
professional offending.”

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Arsonists’ double 
hit in same street

A STREET was hit by two arson attacks 
on the same night. 

Two houses in Drywell Court, Standens 
Barn, Northampton, were targeted in the 
middle of the night and police confirmed 
they are linking the two incidents, which 
happened between Wednesday, May 9 
and the next day 

A petrol bomb was thrown at the first 
floor window of the second property, 
causing “severe” damage. 

Police said they were treating the first 
attack as attempted arson after the prop¬ 
erty escaped with minor smoke damage. 

A spokesman said: “Windows in both 
premises were smashed and an incendi¬ 


ary device was thrown towards the first 
floor of one on the properties, causing 
fire damage.” 

Detective Inspector Ally White, of 
Northampton CID, said: “These are very 
serious incidents and we are asking any¬ 
one with information, who we have not 
yet spoken with, to come forward. 

“Thankfully no-one was hurt as a result 
of these incidents but one of the proper¬ 
ties sustained severe structural damage.” 

The Force has stepped up its patrols in 
the area, but said it was not expecting 
further deliberate fires in the same com¬ 
munity. 

Police arrested three men last Friday in 
connection with the arson attacks. They 
have been released on police bail pend¬ 
ing further enquiries.
